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Obama: Russia plan 
for Syria chem arms 
’potentially positive’ 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama said 
Monday that a Russian plan 
far Syria to hand over its 
chemical weapons was "po¬ 
tentially positive" and 
pledged to take it seriously 

But, in a CNN interview, 
Obama warned against any 
stalling tactics from Syria, 
and said the fact there was 
any talk of a diplomatic way 
out of the crisis was only 
down to his administration's 
threats of military action 

" It i s a p otenti ally p o sitive 
development," Obama said of 
the Russian plan, as he gave 
interviews to six television 
anchors as part of a fierce 
push to win backing from 
Congress an strikes against 
Syri a. 

I have to say that it's un¬ 
likely we would have arrived 
at that p oint where there were 
even public statements like 
that without a credible mili¬ 
tary threat." 

Tire president said he had 
asked his Secret ary of State 
John Kerry to work with Rus¬ 


sia to see if Moscow's sug¬ 
gestion of a deal, which 
would see Syrian chemical 
weapons placed under inter¬ 
national supervision, was 
possible. 

'This is a continuation of 
conversations I've had with 
President Putin for quite 
some time," Obama told 
PBS. 

If we can exhaust these 
diplomatic efforts and come 
up with a formula that gives 
the international community 
a verifiable, enforceable 
mechanism to deal with these 
chemical weapons in Syria, 
then I'm all for it.* 

Obama admitted in an¬ 
other interview with NEC 
News that he was not yet cer¬ 
tain that he would win con¬ 
gressional backing for a new 
US military venture in the 
Middle East. 

I'm confident that the 
members of Congress are 
taking this issue very seri¬ 
ously and they're doing their 
homework and I appreciate 
that."

It was an exciting week for 
baseball fans of the Boston 
Red Sax, along with Arubans, 
as native-son Xander Ba- 
gaerts proved his worth in a 
senes of games against the 
New York Yankees. While 
botli teams are making a run 
for the pennant, Boston beat 
New York in three straight 
games, with his first Major 
League home run and three 
RBI's from Xander Bogaerts, 
as well as some plays as 
shortstop that prompted 
sports casters to dub him “The 
Aruba Sensation." 


Only 2D years old, Xander 
di sti ngui she d him self two 
years ago as part of the team 
from the Netherlands that 
won the World Cup of Base¬ 
ball, for which he received a 
royal decoration here on 
Arab a and named a Knight in 
the Order of the House of Or¬ 
ange. He was playing in the 
Minor Leagues at the time. 

In mid-August he was 
called up from the minors to 
the "Big Show" to play for 
the Red Sox. He had hit .297 
with an E65 OPS in 116 
games far Double A Portland 


and Triple A Pawtucket this 
season. Scouts and media 
evaluators ranked Bogaerts 
among the tap four or five 
pro spects in the game, and he 
is considered the Red Sax's 
#1 prospect. He became the 
youngest Red Sox position 
player since 2D-year-old 
Dwight Evans in 1972 

In a few short weeks he 
proved his worth during the 
three games against New 
York, hitting his first Major 
League homerun on Septem¬ 
ber 7th.

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Norway’s ’Iron Erna’: Face 
of change, not revolution 



OSLO, Norway (AFP) - Tact 
and firmness are qualities 
often associated with Erna 
Soiberg, the second woman 
ever called upon to govern 
Norway, and she will need 
both to stay in power. 

The big, blonde leader of 
the Conservative Party 
emerged a clear winner from 
Monday's election, likely re¬ 
placing the centre-left coali¬ 
tion that has ruled since 2005, 
and the 52-year-old will now 
have to try to form a work¬ 
able government with the 
help of parties stretching 
from the p opulist anti-immi¬ 
gration right to the moderate 
centre. 

As Norway marks the cen¬ 
tenary of female suffrage, it is 
almost symbolic that the na¬ 
tion propels a woman to the 
nation's tap political post, fol¬ 
lowing m the footsteps of 
Gro Harlem Brundtland, the 
Labour leader who was prune 
minister in the 1930s and 
199 Ds 

But for Soiberg person¬ 
ally the election victory is the 
culmination of a career that 


has been entirely devoted to 
politics. 

A native o f Bergen, a port 
city with along history of in¬ 
ternational commerce, she 
entered parliament in 1939 at 
age 23, after studies in politi¬ 
cal science and economics 
She has not relinquished 
her post since then, apart 
from the period between 
2001 and 20D5, when she 
was minister of local govern¬ 
ment. 

In that position she was 
also in charge of immigra¬ 
tion, her tough handling of 
asylum cases earning her the 
nickname "Iron Em a" 

She assumed the Conser¬ 
vative leadership in 2004 and 
came under pressure to give 
up the position a year later 
following poor results in na¬ 
tional elections, 

Instead she stayed on and 
reinvented the party with a 
focus on social issues. Peo¬ 
ple, not money" was the new 
motto 

"We understood that our 
self-image was a little bit dif¬ 
ferent than the image that 


people had of us,' 1 she said 
later. 

She started visiting hospi¬ 
tals, retirement homes and 
schools more often, at the 
same time as she held on to 
the party's fiscal policies, for 
example a vow to reduce the 
wealth tax. 

She has emphasised that 
she does not intend to dis¬ 
mantle the generous Norwe¬ 
gian welfare state, hut rather 
to farm out certain public 
services to private contractors 
m order to improve effi¬ 
ciency 

"We are a liberal conser¬ 
vative party. We da not make 
revolutions. That's totally 
against our ideology," she has 
said 

Mamed and with two chil¬ 
dren, Soiberg has broadened 
the Conservative voter base 
and made her party, until re¬ 
cently considered a little 
dusty and stuffy, attractive 
again. 

She has been skillful at 
playing the role of 'the 
woman next door", tins sum¬ 
mer inviting j ournalists to the 
cosy disorder of her home, 
complete with ironing board 
and booze bottles on the 
shelves 

But her competitive in¬ 
stincts are never far from the 
surface, even when she takes 
a break from her high-pres¬ 
sure political job Her brief 
moments of leisure are spent 
playing Candy Crush, a pop¬ 
ular online game.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
judge in Michael Jackson's 
family's lawsuit against pro¬ 
moters AEG Live dismissed 
Monday claims against two 
two executives accused over 
the 2009 death, leaving their 
firm as sole defendant. 

Judge Yvette Paiazueios 
ruled that Jackson lawyers 
have not proved claims that 
AEG Live chief executives 
Randy Phillips and Paul 
Gong aware could be held re¬ 
sponsible for the singer's 
death 

The trial, in winch the late 
pop icon's mother Katherine 
Jackson accuses AEG Live of 
negligently hiring the doctor 
convicted over lus death, 
started in April, and could 
wrap up later this month. 

Phillips and Gongaware 
were named as defendants, 
along with AEG Live as a 
company Both have faced 


glillings earlier in the trial at 
the Las Angeles Superior 
Court 

Monday's decision 

streamlines the case before 
the jury, leaving the 12- 
strong panel to decide only if 
they thought AEG Live had 
negligently hired Conrad 
Murray and failed to super¬ 
vise him properly 

Murray was jailed for four 
years in 2011 after being 
found guilty of involuntary 
manslaughter for administer¬ 
ing the surgical anesthetic 
propofol to help Jackson, 50, 
cope with chronic insomnia. 

The self-styled King of 
Pop died on June 25, 2009 at 
his rented Holmby Hills man¬ 
sion, where he was living 
while rehearsing for the 
doomed "This is It" series of 
concerts in London, which 
was set to be followed by a 
world tour

The socialist country will 
officially pull out of the 
American Convention on 
Human Rights on Tuesday 
making good an a decision 
made by late president Hugo 
Chavez last year. 

"It is the correct, fair deci¬ 
sion that defends our father- 
land from any attempt to 
dishonor it/ Madura told a 
news conference. "It is the 
best decision that our com¬ 
mander (Chavez) could have 
taken." 

Local and international 
human rights group have 
urged Maduro to reconsider 
Ins predecessor's conclusion 

The convention allows in¬ 
dividuals who exhaust ail 
legal avenues in their coun¬ 
tries to petition the Washing¬ 
ton-based Inter-American 
Commission an Human 
Rights, which then decides 
whether to refer the case to a 
court m San Jose, Costa Rica. 

Maduro said the court and 
commission had "degener¬ 
ated, they think they are a 
sup ran ati a n al p o wer, they 
have power over legitimate 
governments." 

The commission, he said, is 
held “captive by the interests 
of the US State Department."

GUATEMALA CITY (AFP) 

- A bus carrying scores of 
passengers plunged down a 
steep cliff in western 
Guatemala on Monday, leav¬ 
ing at least 43 people dead --

The red bus fell ICG me¬ 
ters (330 feet) down the 
canyon, crashing next to a 
river in the municipality of 
San Martin Jilotepeque, 64 
kilometers (40 miles) west of 
the capital, Guatemala City. 

Rescue workers installed 
cables between the banks of 
the river to move the bodies 
on stretchers above the water, 
their grim task becoming 
more difficult as it started 
raining.

Court to deliver Delhi bus

NEW DELHI (AFP) - A 
judge will hand down the 
verdict. Tuesday on four men 
accused a f the fatal gang-rape 
of an Indian student ana bus, 
which could see the defen¬ 
dants sentenced to death 
The parents of the popular 
physiotherapy student have 
been at the forefront of calls 
for the four to be hanged over 
the December Id attack in 
New Dellu which triggered 
mass protests as well as new 
anti-rape law's 

Their 23-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, died of her in¬ 
juries an December 29 in a 
Singapore ho spitai. 

Tire four men, Mukesh 
Singh, Akshay Thakur, 


Pawan Gupta and Vmay 
Sharma, have ail pleaded not 
guilty to the charges which 
include murder, rape and 
theft 

A juvenile has already 
been jailed for three years, 
while a fifth adult defendant, 
bus dnver Ram Singh, was 
found hanging in his prison 
cell in March while awaiting 
trial. 

The seven-month trial has 
been held in a special fast- 
track court in south Delhi, 
with mare than 100 witnesses 
called to give evidence, in¬ 
cluding 35 for the prosecu¬ 
tion. 

The presiding judge Yo- 
gesh Khanna said last week 
that he would deliver lus ver¬ 


dict on September 10 after 
dismissing requests from de¬ 
fence lawyers for more time 

But 1 ast-minute legal dial - 
lenges could still delay Tues¬ 
day's verdict. The sentence 
against the juvenile was de¬ 
ferred four times before being 
handed down. 

During the trial, the pros¬ 
ecution laid out evidence 
against the four accused, in¬ 
cluding DNA statements 
from a male companion who 
was beaten up during the at¬ 
tack, as well as the victim's 
dying testimony. 

The victim and her com¬ 
panion had spent the evening 
watching a movie at a mall in 
south Delhi when they were 
picked up by a bus.

CHICAGO (AFP) - A young Ohio man who confessed on¬ 
line to killing a man while driving drunk was charged 
with vehicular homicide Monday, court records show. 
Matthew C ordle, 22, was also charged with driving under 
the influence. Cordle recounted how he "blacked out" 
behind the wheel after a night of "heavy drinking" then 
hit another vehicle in a wrong-way crash on an Interstate 
highway on June 22. The video ends with Cordle looking 
Into the camera and telling viewers: "Vm begging you. 
Please don't drink and drive. I cant bring Mr Canzani 
back ... but you can still be saved. Your victims can still 
be saved." Local news reports at the tim e of the acci¬ 
dent said Canzani died at the scene of the pre-dawn 
crash, and that medical staff described the driver of the 
vehicle that hit him as "very, very drunk." Every day in 
the United States, almost 30 people are killed in motor 
vehicle crashes that involve an alcohol-impaired driver, 
amounting to one death every 48 minutes, according to 
the Centers for Disease Control.

Instead, Peillon says, it.rep¬ 
resents an attempt to promote 
better understanding, and more 
consistent enforcement, of 
long-established principles 
which have their roots in she 
anti -clericalism of tire French 
revolution and tire country's 
1905 law enforcing a strict 
separation of church and state. 

Perilous initiative was 
greeted coolly by leaders of 
France's five million Muslims, 
some of whom seethe aggres¬ 
sive promotion of secularity as 
an assault on their culture and 
traditions.

AMSTERDAM (AFP) - Amsterdam’s Van Gogh Museum 
on Monday unveiled a newly discovered landscape 
painting from the height of the Dutch master's career, 
abandoned for years as a forgery in a Norwegian attic, 
"Sunset at Montmajour," a large oil landscape from 1888, 
was unveiled to applause by the museum's director Axel 
Rueger as a "unique experience that has not happened 
in the history of the Van Gogh Museum." Depicting a 
landscape of oaks in the south of France, the painting 
was brought to the museum from a private collection. 
Researchers set to work and authenticated it based on 
comparisons with Van Gogh's techniques, style, paint 
used and a letter he wrote on July 4 1888 in which he de¬ 
scribed the painting. It had been lying for years in the 
attic of a Norwegian collector who thought the painting 
was a forgery, after buying it in 1908. The long-lost paint¬ 
ing was made at around the sam e time as some of Van 
Gogh's most famous works, including "Sunflowers" and 
M The Bedroom". "Unfortunately we cannot divulge too 
much about the identity of this collector as we need also 
to protect his privacy/ Rueger said. ’ But what I can tell 
you is that the painting has been lying in the attic for 
most of this time.” Rueger admitted that the museum 
had previously been approached by the collector "but 
we did not have the technology at the time to authenti¬ 
cate the painting."

NEW YORK (AFP) - World 
number one Serena Williams 
captured her fifth US Open 
tide, and second m a row, by 
outlasting second-ranked Vic¬ 
toria Azarenka 7-5, 6-7 (6/3), 
6-1 Sunday to cl arm her 17th 
career Grand Slam crown. 

Tire 31-year-old American 
became the oldest Open Era 
women's winner in US Open 
history, 393 days older than 
Margaret Court when she set 
the prior mark in 1973, and the 
third-old est Grand Slam 
women's champion of the 
Open Era 



Williams won $3 6 million, 
including a $1 million bonus 
for her success m US open 
tuneup events. 

She is the first top-seeded 
champion since Justine Henin 
m 2007 and the first woman to 
defend the US Open crown 
since Kim Clysters m 2010 

Williams won a rematch of 
last year's US Open final that 
gave her and Azarenka a com¬ 
bined total of six of the eight 
major titles from the past two 
years. 

Williams improved to 13-3 
m their rivalry but two-time 


Australian Open champ ion 
Azarenka had won two of the 
previous three, most recently 
in last month's Cincinnati 
final. 

Williams matched Steffi 
Graf for second on the Open 
Era list with five US Open tro¬ 
phies, one shy of Chris Evert's 
record, and moved one adrift 
of Martina Navratilova and 
Evert for second on the Open 
Era Slam win list. 

Williams became the first 
woman since Justine Henin in 
3007 to win the US and French
